task. Prof Smyth ‘must be well aware o 
its unfairness, tur in his own personal 
controversies he hes been subjected to 
the same treatment and has insisted that 
any es words should be taken in von- 
nection with the line of thought and 
their relation to the context. 

During the last year I have on several 
occasions both in print and orally been 
called upon in my professional capacity 
to treat of the taxation of the property of 
the Tiustees of Phillips Academy. I 
have never made an untrue or an unfair 
statement, 

My love for Phillips Academy is deep: 


it has caused me much solicitude and 
sorrow that those who control and guard 
it have considered me recreant.to my 
alma mater, 

I have constantly been made to feel 
that a pursuance of the course my reason 
said was just, the only one my conscience 
would allow, ‘meant «stracism from the 
haunts which were the scenes of many 
happy years and associations to which I 
am so indebted. a 

I have always striven to divorce from 
my mind this personal side when I have 
had to consider the legal question of 
exemption from taxation of the property 
of literary and scientific institutions, or 
the question of the general policy of the 
Commonwealth in its cherishing of such 


As attorney for the Town of Andover I 
have tried to obtain nothing but an 
honest enforcement of existing law. As 
the représentative of the People of And- 


over lam striving to obtain legislation |- 


which shall make all the property of 
Phillips Academy and of all similar insti- 
tutions in the Commonwealth subject to 
taxation. I do this for two reasons. 

First, Because I believe I am in honesty 
bound to the majority of my constituents, 
to seek such legislation. 

Second, Becausel believe such legisla-

“Grievous Taxation Again.’ 


Editor of the Townsman : 
Dear SiR — Kindly allow me epace 
once more in your paper to say what. 1 


could not say at Town Meeting yester- 
day, owing to needless interruptions. . 
our readers will recall the incident 
allowing that parliamentary rules were 
not being strictly observed. My speech 
was destined to occupy less than five 
minutes, so that our good friend, so 
sensitive to ‘points of order,’’? would 
have been safe for that time at least 
within the folus of his ulster and in 
paral the ruling of our Speaker. 
can only think of the printed accounts 
of conventions where long speeches 
often, if not always, preceded nomina- 
tions. 

Preceding my motion, I attempted to 
say “It is time, it appears to me,. that 
sonie remedy was found to meet the 
unjust. and unwarrantable rule of taxa- 
tion under which we are “procdéd-ag 
from year to year until our tax bills 
have become both odious and oppres- 
siye. 

Itis known generally, [ think, that 
our real estates, at least, are being 
assessed under the valuation of 1890, 
and it is also clearly observed by many, 
though. hard to acknowedge, that 
within the present decade landed estates 
have steadily and rapidly declined in 
market values, excepting only the Cen- 
tre district of cur town. 

I had reference first to the condsfion 
of our farmers in the out:ying districts, 
and second to that of Ballardvale and 
citizens of that district whose proper 
ties both reel and personal are most 
hopelessly depressed, and whoever sees 
the complete list of the coming valua- 
tion, 1900, (if taken at anything like 
market values) will see such scaling 
down as to produce an array of figures 
that will ‘astonish the natives.’ 

For, the income of all property must 
largely determine its taxable value, so 
that at the heartless rate of expendi- 
tures in which we are indulging, and 
debt already incurred, up go our taxes 
to twenty dollars per thousand or more 
and with the flood tide of new residents 
~ happily anticipated) at its full, The 

bb will carry many of our older resi- 
dents out to sex, or over to ‘Tewks- 
buy’. Referring then briefly to “Re- 
port” paye 99, noting the steady in- 
crease of Uncollected Taxes, and as a 
stimulant or encouragement to payment 
I presented the following motion, 
*Two thousand dollars for Abatement 
of Taxes and that our Selectmen be 
authorized to investigate all claims for 
abatement of taxes, allowing only such 
as ip their judgment, condition and cir- 
cumstances demand.’ 

All heard the decision of the chair. 
The main point, here, was ‘* Investigate,” 
second,’ to deal justly with those heart- 
oppressed, for it had been said that 
sickness, death er other misfortune 
furnished no claim for abatement of 
taxes. If such is law, it is neither just 
vor humane, and I feel quite sure is 
not in practice,

Nosler of Company L, 
who is\now- keeping house ‘with her 
husband at his post of duty, atter the 
long Jourty” actoas the Pacific ocean 
ao HongKong and back to the Philip- 
pines, has written the following letter 


to her home n en city 

“Dec. 15—-Eddie “Lieut. Nosler) and I 
just got back from the city. We live in 
the suburbs, just likain some of the 
many additions at home where it is 
thickly settled. But ther@ are no stores 
out here; only fruit stands, and if we 
want anything else, we také.a rig and 
go to the city for it, about one and a 
half miles. We have had no rain since 
I came, although it has been cloudy. 

“Weare still eating with the officers, 
as the house isn’t painted yet. They 
are so slow here. This !s a dreadful 


place to get anything in, They simply |’ 


don’t know what is meant by’ a cook- 
stove, the most necessary thing on 
earth, They use a kind of fireplace to 
cook on. There are a few, two or three, 
steel ranges, not one-half, no, not one- 
quarter as nice as mine, and they want 
$125. for them. I would willingly give 
$25 for a No. 6 stove, but there simply 
are none for love or money. 

“After riding around all afternoon, we 
found one little cook stove with two lids 
and an oven about a foot square—not 
an American stove on high legs—no 
damper, and the price is $25. It looks 
as if it had been in use ten years. Ed 
is going to take an interpreter with 
him tomorrow and try to get it for $10. 
I doubt if it will bake, but if so, is 
better than none at all, 

“Tt"is just the same with everythifig 
else. We tried all over to get some silk 
thread to make my pongee silk dress, 
but could find none. Monday morning 
we will have a Spanish teacher come 
here to our house-to teach—us and 
eighteen of our boys. 

“Saturday while we were at dinner 
between 5.30 and 7 o'clock, some natives 
got into our house through the window 
and helped themselves. We came in 
and scared them out, or we wouldn't 
have had a thing left. They say they 
will even take an old plate if they can’t 
steal anything else, They got away 
with my revolver, knives, forks and 
spoons, six pair of socks, ten yards of 
new dress goods—some I had bought 
in China—my little powder box with the 
large pearl buttons in_it, Eddie’s ring. 
all stick pins. letters and cross guns of 
F's best suit, my pocketbook—little 


money—check for $13 and several other 
things, It just makes me wild when T 
think of it, but T am thankful they 
took so little. Can't leave the house day 
or night. ; 
“The insurgents have made no trouble 
as yet, but are still armed, and every 
night before going to bed lay every- 
thing handy for a call during the night. 
I am the only American woman out this 
way, and for once am a living wonder. 
Every one stares and the natives laugh 
and look-me over from head to foot, 
“The boys think they have the laugh 
on me now, and say I am the first vol- 


unteer to be disgraced, as I am the first 
to be disarmed, because my revolver 
was stolen. 

“Last evening while I was waiting 
for Ed to come back from supper, one 
of the boys came hurrying down and 
told me to go up to the barracks and 
eat, that they were expecting an at- 
tack any minute. He was very much 
excited and said he should think I 
would be afraid to stay here in the 
house alone. I went up to the barracks 
and found it almost deserted, as all the 
companies had _ been sent out to find 
their exact positions so in case of a call 
they would know just where to go. 
They didn’t stay out long, however. 
Everything was put in-readiness for an 
outbreak, the men were issued an ex- 
tra supply of ammunition the band was 
also supplied and the guard doubled. 


‘“‘We came home and packed up my 
trunk and hamper and sent them up 
to the barracks, for if there was a call 
T couldn’t stay here in the house alone, 
and if I left those thieving natives 
woud steal everything we had.

FRIZZLED BEEF. 

Use thinly-shaved dried beef. Havea 
frying pan hot enough to melt the butter 
quickly. Drep in a good-sized piece of 
butter, and when melted’ add as’ Much 
of the shaved beef as required, and stir 
in the hot butter till all curled up; scatter 
over the eggs on the toast or serve ona 
dish separately. : 

CREAMED POTATOES. 

One pint of chopped coki boiled pota- 
toes, stirred into a cream’ sauce made 
from one pint of rich milk heated boil- 
ing hot, to which add one tablespoonful 
flour wet in little cold milk and large 
piece of butter. Salt to taste. Heat up 
slowly for ten or fifteen minutes, pour 
out into Udish, and place pieces of but- 
ter and slight sprinkling of pepper on the

CREAM -OF POTATO SOUP, 

Cream soups are now much in favor on 
many dinner tables, and can be pre- 
pared from any vegetable at hand—but 
potatoes are always as handy as any, and 
@ potato soup is as generally liked as 
any. The following ingredients will be 


required: 

One quart sliced raw potatoes, one egg 
(yolk), one quart water ‘boilirg), one 
tablespoonful chopped parsley, one pint 
of molk. Salt to taste. One tablespoon 


butter, two tablespoonfuls flour. Boil 
the potatoes in the water, cooking very 
slowly, till soft. This should take two 
hours. The water will then be reduced 
one-half. Mash the potatoes in the 
water and strain, when there should 
be one pint of it. Add the milk and re- 
turn to the fire. Rub the butter and 
flour ‘together, adding a little milk and 
stirring urfil perfectly smooth, and add 
to the soup when boiling. Stir until 
creamy, adding salt totaste. Place the 
yolk of the egg and the chopped pars- 
ley inthe tureen, turn in the hot soup, 
stir gently, and serve at once, 

The same mode of cooking may be fol- 
lowed in making other cream soups of 
carrots, turnips, celery or parsnips, 

CREAMED EGGS, 

Boll six fresh eggs fully five minutee 
and let stand till cold. Make a cream 
sauce same as for creamed potatoes, 

‘using rich cream instead of milk. Slice 
the eggs when cold into the bottom of the 
serving dish, and pour over the hot cream 
sauce, Good with baked or boiled pota- 

itoes. 
CREAM PUFFS. 

Hight eggs,-one-half pound of butter;

“CREAM FOR FILLING, 

One quaft milk, two cups sugar, four 
tablespoonfuls ‘cornstarch, two eggs, 
Wet the cornstarch with enough of the 
milk to make @ smooth paste. Heat the 
rest of the milk till it just boils. Beat 
the eggs, add the sugar and cornstarch to 
these, and gradually add to the boiling 
milk, stirring all the time till smooth 
and thick. Add a piece of butter and set 
aside to cool, then flavor. Split the puffs 
by passing a sharp knife ightly around 
the edges, and fill with the cooled cream. 
This never fails to give satisfactory re- 
sults, ‘ 

EGG: SALAD. 

Boil fresh eggs eight or ten minutes, let 
cool. Cut them up when cold in small 
pieces, and measure. Use an equal quan- 
tity of shredded lettuce, or chopped cel- 
ery, or chopped, uncooked cabbage, Stir 
together and. mix with a cream salad 
dressing made as follows: Tlwo well- 
beaten eggs. Mix together one teaspoon-. 
ful sugar, one-quarter teaspoonful salt, 
one-quarter teaspoonful mustard, and 
stir into the beaten egg. Then add three 
tablespoonfuls vinegar and beat well, 
and, lastly, one tablespoonful of cream, 
and beat again. Place the bow! in hot 
water on the stove, and stir until about 
the ‘thickness, of cream. It may take 
about five minutes. Cool and mix with 
the egg and vegetable just before serv- |

LONDON BUNS. 


Three-cups flour, one-half cup butter, 
three eggs, on cup of milk, pinch-of-sailt, 
five tablespoonfuls sugar, two teaspoon- 
fuls baking powder, two tablespeonfuls 
candied peel (orange, lemon, citron, etc.), 
grated rind of one-half lemon, grated 
rind of one-half orange. Mix flour, salt, 
sugar and baking powder together, and 
sift three times; rub in the butter with 
the tips of the fingers, add the well-beat- 
en eggs, saving out one tablespoonful of 
egg to paint the buns with. Add the 
milk slowly, cutting it in with a knife, 
then add the candied peel, cut in small 
pieces and well floured, also the grated 
lemon and orange rind. Mix well, place 
in well-buttered tins; Add one teaspoon- 
ful cold milk to. the one tablespoonful 
egg saved from™~the buns, “and paint 
them over well. Bake in hot oven one- 
quarter hour; this quantity will make 
fifteen buns. Serve hot. 


CORNISH PASTIES. 

Cut one-half pound of lean beef, two 
potatoes, one apple, into small dice, add 
one grated onion, one teaspoonful salt, 
one saltspoonful of pepper and two table- 
spoonfuls of cold water; mix thorough- 
ly. Sift two Cups flour, one-half tea- 
spoonful baking powder, one-half tea- 
spoonful galt into a bow! and rub in one- 
half cup butter. stir in water enough 
to make a stiff dough, Roll out one-quar- 


_ter inch thick, cut into rounds six inches 


across, place on each round some of the 
meat mixture, and brush the edges with 
a little beaten egg or milk. Pinch the 
edges together and bring them to the 
top of the pastry, scallop them and brush 
Over with egg. Bake in a moderate oven 
thirty minutes. 


POTATO 8CONES. 

Two cups of mashed potatoes, two 
cups of flour, two ounces of butter, one 
teaspoonful salt, two teaspoonfuls bak- 
ing powder, sufficient milk to make a 
dough. Rub the butter into the flour, 
add to it the potatoes, salt and baking 
powder, mix with the milk into a dough, 
and roll out about’an inch thick. Cut 
into biscuit and bake in a quick oven for 
fifteen minutes, 


CHEESE OMELET. 

Mix to a smooth batter. three table- 
epoonsfuls of fiour and half a pint of 
milk; beat’up. four eggs, a quarter of a 
pound of grated cheese, and a little salt, 
Add flour end milk, and beat for two 
minutes. T :en put three ounces of but- 
ter in a frying pan and pour in the mixt- 
ure, turning carefully till browned on 
both sides. 


VEAL KIDNEY SAUTE. 

Melt a lump of butter in the chafing 
dish, have a quarter of an onion chopped 
fine, and brown it in the butter. Have 
the kidney ready, cut in thin slices, and 
put with the onion. Season with salt 
and cayenne pepper. Cover the dish 
tightly, and let the kidneys cook until 
tender, Serve with bits of lemon. 


JELLY ROLL. 

One cup sugar, two eggs, creamed, 
with sugar, add two tablespoonfuls of 
water, one and one-half cups flour, one 
teaspoonful baking powder, and flavor 
with vanilla.. Bake in a dripping pan in 
a quick oven; when cool, trim off the 
sides and ends that came in contact with 
the pan, spread with-jelly and roll. 


PARSNIP STEW. 

Take six thin slices of salt pork and 
fry in a kettle until brown; take three 
good-sized parsnips and six large pota- 
toes, pare and slice, then take out the 
pork, and put in Jayer of potato, then 
one of parsnip; season each layer with 
salt and pepper; cover with hot water, 
and boil until vegetables are done. 


ESCALLOPED POTATOES. 

Put a layer of cracker crumbs tn a 
deep dish, add a layer of cold boiled po- 
tatoes (sliced thin), then bits of butter 
and pepper and salt, then another layer 
of crumbs, and so on until the dish is 
full, the crumbs forming the last layer; 
then fill the dish with rich milk, and bake 
one half hour.

The snooting occurred 
in the kitchen after the victim had eat- 
en her breakfast. 

Mrs. Casey was standing by the Let- 
che man’s side when Roberts fired 
the 's. Her story of the affair was 
in substance as follows: 

Roberts arose about 5.30 this morn- 
ing and left the house, going as she 
supposed to the house. where the 
Letcher woman lived. The couple re- 
turned together and the woman ate her 
breakfast. Roberts ate’nothing. After 
Mrs. Letcher had finished her meal she 
went into the kitchen and sat down 
near a wondow with her back to the 
pane, Roberts also came into the room, 
Mrs. Letcher was too unnerved to go 
to her work in the Arlington mill where 
she was employed in the drawing de- 
partment.

Capt. George W. Dixon of Gloucester 
has prepared a chart of the 
grounds north of the Baceaulieu banks 
which he himself discovered. His 
chart has been accepted by the Bureau 
of Navigation. Several years ago Capt. 
Dixon rescued Dr. Cook’s Arctic expe- 

{dition from the steamer Miranda, Upon 
that occasion he ran his Schooner from 
Iceland to Gloucester by dead reckoning 
and‘so accurately that he _ sighted 
Thatcher's Island within 30 minutes of 
the time when he announced to. the 
crew that they would see it. 


In the river and harbor bill as it was 
finally agreed to Saturday the apvro- 
priation for improvement of the Mer- 
rimac river was restored to the original 
figure of $40,000. This was the amount 
appropriated by the House, which the 

Senate cut to $25,000. The House con- 
ferees insisted upon their avpropriation, 
and the Senate conferees after some de- 
mur, yilded. An avp~ovriation of $27,- 
000 for the Sandy Bav harbor of refuge 
was added in confererve and provision 
was made for a board of engineers to 
make a survey and estimate of the en- 
tire project. 


SAVED BY LIFE LINE. 


GLOUCESTER, March 8—The coast- 
ing schooner Hattie Paige, which was 
driven ashore at Rockport yesterday, 
will prove a total loss. She was strip- 
ped yesterday afternoon. The Paige 
left Greens Landing, Me., for New York 
Feb. 23, having a cargo of dimension 
and hammered stone, consigned to John\ 
L, Goss. She encountered a severe gale 
off the Isle of Shoals last Friday, dur- 
ing which, her sails were. badly torn. 
That evening she reached Rockport ana 
the next day her sails were sent ~here 
for repairs. Since then she has been 
riding at anchor in the bay near the 
spindle. -When the gale came on early. 
yesterday morning she was driven di- 
rectly toward the land, but the captain 
succceeded in deflecting her course 
toward a ledge of rocks to the beach, 
where she struck at 5.30. When discov- 
ered the seas were breaking over her. 

The fire alarm was rung and the Mas- 
sachusetts humane. society volunteer 
crew, under command of Capt. Parsons, 
soon had the mortar and breeches buoy 
apparatus at the scene. The first shot 
skilfully directed. went over the vessel 
and one by one the men were hauled 
to the shore n the buoy and saved. This 
volunteer crew, as in the past, gave a 
good account of itself at life-saving. 


THE STORM AT NEWBURYPORT. 


NEWBURYPORT, March g8—The 
storm that visited Newburyport yester- 
day was most, peculiar. The wind blew 
60 miles an hour at one time, and many 
chimneys wefe blown down and win- 
dows broken. ' 

Yesterday afternoon just as the snow 
had stopped falling, a sharp flash of 
lightning came without warning, fol- 
lowed by a deafening crash of thunder 
which shook. the houses of the city. 

The lightning struck the large chim- 
ney of the John Pearson branch of the 
National biscuit company, and knocked 
the bricks in every direction. The raft- 
ers were broken and the doors of the 
boiler below thrown violently open, the 
whole place being apparently filled with 
fire,
